St. Jesern, Micn May 20, 1837,

Dian Snu—Huving sojourned in the Western
part of' New York und in Michigan about three
weeks, T will proceed to givo you some aceount of
the country; and in doing whicli, I shall aim at
truth eather than poetry.

A small steam beat plies regulmily in sum-
mer between this place anil the lake, so that goods

and msrchandise may be brought all the way from

New York City by water—population about 1,000
St. Juseph is situnted on o high bluff on the south

side of the River i, Jusoph, and facing the lake.—

It contains about 60 houses, two taverns, two for-
warding houses, five or six stores, a light house, a
bank, a newspaper, which has just been suspended
for wantof patronage (enly 300 subseribers,) but
no meeting house. Thereare some half dozen fam -
ilies ot good and pious people in the village, who
would bo glad 1o enjoy constant preaching; but, so
fur as 1 can judge, n majority of the inhabitants aro
dissipated, and would prefer rather to spend the
Sabbath in sporting than in the house of God. This
has been called a very nnhealthy place, and is still
considered one of the most sickly villages in the
Western country. The harbor is su bad that ves-
sels can neither go out nor como in, except the
wind is very favorable. I have Leen waiting sev-
erul duys fur a breeze to make my exit. The Gen®
cral Government hus jnade n small appropriation
for the improvement of the harhor. "The people of
the West seem to understand speculation ubout 8s

well as do the citizens of Major Downinf's State.
Hero are twenty or more water lots suitable for for-
warding housos, for which the proprietors ask about
$5,000 a lot—and the jtwe houses now built will
probubly be sufficient for all the business fur 10 years
